FALL TILLAGE IMPORTANT 
IN CONTROL OF WEEDS 


(Experimental Farms News) 

It is generally known that all 
weeds in field crops materially re- | 
duce crop yields. This is particular- 
ly true in humid regions where 
weed growth is rapid and abun- 
dant. 

To control annual and winter an- 
nual weeds it is important to en- 
courage the weed seeds in the soil 
to germinate during the fall or ear- 
ly spring and to destory the weed 
plants and eliminate their seed pro- 
duction. 

Tillage of stubble fields in the 
fall has been most effective in en- 
couraging favourable germination 
of weed seeds either during the 
fall months before freeze-up, or 
early in the spring before seeding 
The field operations may be done | 
with any one. of several machines | 
such as the one-way disc, dise har- | 
row or cultivator.. Since weed | 
seeds germinate most readily from 
close to the ground surface, shallow | 
tillage should be practiced. Many | 
seeds may lie viable in the soil for | 
over twenty years if buried by! 
deep cultivation. Seeds of | stink- 
weed germinate best if left lying on 
or at the ground surface, Seeds of 
wild mustard grow best one-half to | 
one inch deep, Wild oats will ger- | 
minate from a much greater depth. | 
They will seldom germinate from 
the ground surface, 


When the fall tillage is done early 
it generally results in favourable 
weed seed germination before 
freeze-up, and often a crop of weeds 
can be killed before winter sets in 
Late fall tillage has been respons 
ible for good germination of wild 
oats early the following spring but 
early fall tillage has not always 
given good fall germination of this 
weed, Very early fall tillage is use- 
ful in preventing the growth of 
Russian thistle seed and early fall 
tillage has also been effective in 
controlling perennial sow thistle 

Packing after each tillage opera- 
tion has been advantageous in 
maintaining soil moisture and thus 
encouraging weed seed germination 


This is particularly true on the 
lighter textured soils.

Southwestern Alberta has always 
been found the safest area for) 
winter wheat in the Prairie Pro-| 
vinces and farmers there realize 
that failures do not occur suffic- | 
iently often to warrant discourage: | 
ment from the recent results. Else- 
where on the prairies, however, 


| damage from winter ¢killing must 


be expected more frequently. 

At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lethbridge, the winter 
wheat crop has only completely 
in the last 30 
years, and Kharkov winter wheat 
for an 18 year period has given an 
average yield of 19.6 bushels per 
acre, as compared with 18.1 bus- 
hels per acre for Marquis, a spring 
variety, both varieties being grown 
on summer-fallow and under simi- 
lar conditions. 

Kharkov (preferably the M.C. 
22 strain) and Yogo appear to be 
the two best varieties for Southern 
Alberta at present. These are beard- 
ed varieties. Jones Fife, on ac- 
count of being beardless, is prefer- 
red by many farmers, .but it is de- 
finitely less winter hardly than 
Kharkov and Yogo, as was well de- 
monstrated this season.
